There seems to be a feeling, 
not as yet pronounced, but gain- 
ing in strength, that we have got 
to the bottom of the trade depres- 
sion and are starting on the up 

ade. a 
Withers is nothing in sight to 
create or warrant such an opinion 
except that e carpet of green has 
stretched itself across the prairi¢s 
from the Red River to the moun- 
tains and gives promise of a satis- 
factory yield of grain a few 
months hence. The foreign mar- 
ket for Canadian manufactured 
goods is still bankrupt, and ‘our 
factory owners looking in vain for 
orders from abroad, - There is no 
great outpouring of foreign 
money in transcontinental railway 
enterprises or other constructive 
works of a country-wide. signifi- 
cance, The change that is coming 
about in conditions and in outlook 
is not imported, but home made. 
And in the home field nothing has 
happened important enough to 
cause or to justify it except the 
fact that # thousand miles of 
wheat and other grain crops are 
growing vigorously on the prairie. 

The Western crop is not by any 
means the only large factor in the 
national economy. But it is the 
one which exerts the most power- 
ful influence in making times 
good or bad. Western wheat is 
the item on the list of our national 
exports which brings in the larg- 
est amount of money from abroad; 
and which therefore determines 
more than any other how much 
buying and selling and manufac- 
turing can go on at home. West- 
erners are not backward about 
voicing the claim of their part of 
the country to all the credit they 

ink is coming to it, but the role 
that the Western crop plays in 
shaping conditions all over the 
Dominion cannot be judged from 
the Western viewpoint, That is 
more apparent from Toronto and 
Montreal, though there is no dis- 
position in those quarters to over- 
emphasize the facts. ‘A summer 
frost in the West causes a shiver 
to run round the boards of diree- 
tors in the headquarters offices of 
the chartered banks in these east- 
ern cities, and causes’ the manufac- 
turers in the industrial centres to 
swan their credit sheets and put 
the brakes on output. When the 
West produces a heavy crop the 
country ie never really hard up. 
When it fails to produce a huge 
exportable surplus of wheat the 
country is never else than hard 
up. When the Western crop is 
only fair @ slowing up of invest- 
ment and employment is felt from 
one ocean to the other. 

It is not putting the matter too 
strongly to say that all Canada 
has been waiting to see » wat the 
West was zoing to do this year in 
the way of production, Alike the 
lumbermen in British. Columbia 
and the manufacturers in the 
maritime provinces have and have 
had their eyes turned in this direc. 
tion, If the Western crop is a fail- 
ure there is no counter-balancing 
chance of new business for them 
from some other direction. If the 
crop is a success there will be a re- 
newal «€ buying from the retail- 
ers in the West, and of orders to 
the wholevalers and mastfactur-

That there will be 
local damage from hailstorms and 
hoppers and saw worms and 
drouth and wind has to be expect- 
ed. So vast a farming region must 
always strike off a margin from 
the anticipated aggregate on ac- 
count of these factors. But as the 
report stand now, nothing but a 
widespread disaster, such as & 
general frost or a prolonged 
drought, is likely to be able to pre- 
vent the West cashing in a grain 
yield this fall that will stimulate 
trade, encotrage investment, 
create employment, and cause the 
sluggish currents of business to 
run more quickly from one ocean 
to the other.

* When the Canadian Northern 
railway systein was extended to 
Port Arthur from Winnipeg it was 
a condition of the aid granted by 
the Manitoba government of that 
day that wheat should be carried 
from Winnipeg to Port Arthur at 
six cents a bushel. There was no 
time limit on the contract. Six 
cents a bushel from Winnipeg to 
Port Arthur, 440 miles, is equai to 
10 1-2 cents a bushel from Edmon- 
ton to Vancouver, 770 miles, The 
same company built from Edmon 
ton to Vancouver that built from

Winnipeg to Port Arthur. They 
received from the Dominion and 
provincial (B.C%) governments, 
both a larger actual amount of aid 
and a larger proportion of the 
total cost of the Edmonton-Van- 
couver line, than of the Winnipeg 
to Port Arthur line. The only way 
by which the people of Canada 
and of British Columbia can get 
value for their money spent in the 
railway to Vancouver is by haul- 
ing Alberta wheat over it. And 
they can only get the wheat to 
haul if the rate is sufficiently low 
to warrant the Alberta farmer in 
growing the wheat. An equalized 
freight rate is the key of the prob- 
lem of making the National rail- 
ways pay, and carrying the Na- 
tional debt by increased and in- 
}ereasing production. 


‘‘Bunching'’ the Showers. 

From the Niagara district of | 
Ontario comes a different story. 
There heavy and continuous rain 
has ruined the root crop, and sev- 
eral hundred acres of potatoes 
have been plowed wp. On the 
question of moisture it is not this 
year sp much a lack of supply that 
is troubling the food-producers, as 
a failure of the distribution system 
to function impartially. The Do- 
minion over, there seems to have 
been plenty of rain, but some dis- 
tricts have got more than they 
wanted and others less than they 
needed, ‘ 

Delorme and Others.
